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Trade Squeeze 


Suppressed reports are circulating in of- 
ficial groups and in big business areas that 
secret pacts have been made which squeeze 
the United States out of British markets. 
Even the NAM News, weekly publication 
of the National Association of Manufac- 
turers, states that certain United States gov- 
ernment officials admit the existence of an 
agreement made with Great Britain where- 
by American exporters are denied trading 
rights in their pre-war markets in India, 
Egypt, the Near East and other British pos- 
sessions. 


Previous to the outbreak of war, leather 
belt manufacturers sent $250,000 to $300,000 
worth of leather belting to India a year. 
Their chief competitor in this field was Bri- 
tain which sold $500,000 worth of belts to 
India a year. When Britain got into the 
war, the United States began sending leather 
belting to England on a lend-lease basis and 
the British trade with India continued in 
full force. In November, 1943, however, 
leather belting was taken off the lend-lease 
list and soon thereafter Indian importers 
complained that the British were refusing 
them licenses to import American belting. 


What is more, the United States Treas- 
ury isued a loan to India to “ease a cur- 
rency shortage” which has the effect, the 
NAM News states, of enabling “India to 
pay British leather belting manufacturers 
the sterling necessary to import belts which 
they must now buy exclusively from the 
United Kingdom by secret agreement be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain.” 


Leading manufacturers who went to the 
Foreign Economic Administration, the De- 
partment of Commerce and the State De- 
partment with these reports were told that 
there is no truth in the statement that the 
United States has given Britain exclusive 
use of the Indian market. However, other 
American industries, textiles for instance, 
complain that their products are being 
squeezed out of British colonial possessions. 


The NAM points out that an enormous 
post-war problem will develop if these pacts 
exist and if similar ones are contemplated. 
The manufacturers group says that the 
pacts which they believe to exist (as in the 
belting industry) were negotiated by the 
Combined Production and Resources Board 
which is composed of one representative 
each from the United States, Canada and 
Great Britain, and asks whether similar 
agreements will be made to benefit American 
exporters. 


A PROMINENT CHINESE OFFICIAL recently said that “the East has not 
profited very much from a century of contact with the West which came with a gun 
in one hand and a Bible in the other.” And he pointed out that all that was wrong 
with the Japanese was that “they had become more interested in the gun than in the 
Bible.” He also remarked that the attitude of the American toward the black man 
and the British towards the brown man is no different than the master race theory that 
Hitler has been preaching for years. 

These are words that some people will right now toss aside indignantly. But these 
words will come back to us in a few years forged into steel by the hot flames of 
vengeance. The only alternative is a preamble of repentance written into the peace. 


X-Ray and Forecast 


There is a growing premonition and fear behind the official front of the war in 
Europe concerning which few of us are aware. It is the dread spectre of chemical 
warfare. The American people have not been allowed to know that the robot plane 
bombs now battering England are in reality the Nazi answer to the obliteration bombing 
of German cities. As we have informed you before, many American aviation leaders 
have opposed obliteration bombing which has destroyed whole urban and suburban re- 
sidential areas and killed literally hundreds of thousands of non-combatant German 
civilians. Many aviation officials want to stick to precision bombing of military objec- 
tives but they have not dared to speak beyond the closed councils of military leaders. 

So strangely passionate has been the desire on the part of leadership to destroy Ger- 
man civilian centers that, when religious leaders dared to voice what many aviation 
officials also feel, they were denounced from the White House down in a manner very 
reminiscent of Dr. Gocbbels.. So obliteration bombing continues on a scale vastly ex- 
ceeding any destruction from the air the Nazis have been able to achieve. Hitler has 
rushed forward retaliation in the robot plane idea. The people of America are be- 
ginning to learn that this inhuman winged monster has caused much more damage to 
the Allied effort than they were permitted to learn until the situation became so wide- 
spread it could not be suppressed any longer. 

British and American aviation forces are hurling robot plane bombs in glider form 
at the Germans now. Also in the past few weeks, since the Nazi robot planes appear- 
ed, gas and chemical warfare preparations have been pushed on a vast scale and at an 
urgent tempo. Taking into consideration other factors too numerous to list here, it 
becomes dangerously possible that these constantly growing efforts at retaliation and 
ever increasing destructiveness may reach a heretofore unbelieveable climax before the 
war in Europe ends. 

When the Russians capture Warsaw and begin to push on to the Reich’s frontier, 
the German people will be on the edge of uncontrollable panic through fear of the vast 
Russian hordes. At that moment, when panic within Germany begins to threaten the 
Nazi position, Hitler is likely to bring forth his most desperate measures—the fruit 
of months of experiment in weapons of retaliation. He may well hurl the great chemical 
warfare units of the German army into action, hoping that in a continent-wide hur- 
riance of death and destruction he will be able either to rescue some remnant of power 
out of chaos or drag down with him the entire European structure. 

This fear is written on the faces of our war leaders, and all the censorship of news 
and suppression of facts does not keep it from growing in the minds and anxious hearts 
of the American people, so many of whom have sons in the very corridor of this man- 
made hell. 

And After Invasion 

Reports reaching this country from our fighting forces in Europe show that heart- 
breaking yet anger-rousing situations are found by our boys in Italy and France. The 
aristocrats and the rich of Italy and France, as our boys observe them, are spending 
money lavishly and insolently on frivolity and luxurious living. They stand on the 
street corners—many of them young men of military age—and taunt our marching men 
as “our liberators.” These wealthy groups have survived because they own the great 
banks and industries and estates of Europe and have been willing to cooperate with the 
Nazis in return for their own personal protection. And it is this crowd that Churchill, 
with Roosevelt’s cooperation, is determined to save and maintain in places of power 
and influence because they are the partners of London-New York-world-wide financial

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Persecution 


In view of the widespread reports of Nazi brutality and persecu- 
tion and the official efforts in America to suppress all reports of 
that kind concerning the Soviet, it will be of value to our readers 
for us to relay information received from authentic private sources 
concerning Soviet persecution in the Baltic states. 

A Baptist minister of one of the Baltic states reveals that he 
and his family suffered unbearable persecution at the hands of Soviet 
troops and officials when that area was overrun by the Russians in 
1939. Churches were closed and suffering and death were daily 
companions. When the Germans came in 1941, religious liberty 
was restored and other relief measures undertaken. What will hap- 
pen now when the Russians march back in again? 

This incident yields another bit of evidence concerning the way 
truth is being warped, news suppressed and the common people be- 
trayed on all sides in this war. 


Power Trust Domination 


The unscrupulous measures taken by the power trust to insure 
a continuing flow of profits was revealed recently by Guy B. Park, 
former governor of Missouri. Mr. Park stated that for fifteen years 
the utilities had successfully defeated legislation approving the issu- 
ing of bonds by small communities so they might acquire their own 
electric plants. The devices used by the powerful and rich private 
utilities ranged all the way from pressure exerted on the press and 
bought newspaper advertising to bribery and blackmail._ 

Mr. Park said that, at the time tha the was governor, the Missouri 
state legislature was so thoroughly bribedsit was controlled by the 
utilities. Ex-Governor Park himself had a brush with the power 
trust during which a smear campaign about an invented morals 
charge was carried on against him. The idea was that, to protect 
his reputation, he would drop his fight against the utilities. Mr. 
Park did not drop his fight and the legal measures he fought for 
have now become law. 

The power interests are active in the nation’s law-making body 
as well as in state affairs. It was largely responsible for the pass- 
ing by the House of Representatives of two damaging pieces of legis- 
lation which provide that power available as a by-product of an ir- 
rigation project may not be sold “in a market where any private 
utility is already doing business,” and that the power now produced 
by public plants must be priced “at least as high” as the power sup- 
plied by private companies. 

At least one voice spoke out boldly in denunciation of these bits 
of monopoly and price-fixing regulations which were included in the 
appropriation bill for the Department of the Interior. Representa- 
tive Jerry Voorhis, of California, exclaimed that the power resulting 
from falling water is a divine gift and he challenged the doctrine 
that its use should be restricted to private utilities only.

Polish-Soviet Pact 


Watch for the proclamation of a new Polish state purporting to 
be a product of Polish-Moscow-London-Washington agreement. Con- 
ferences leading up to this are being secretly held and what the world 
will never know is that the leaders of the old Polish government, 
who have been against any concessions to Moscow, have been given 
the choice of cooperating with the new setup which favors the Soviet 
or, politically speaking, of vanishing down the manholes of London 
and Washington. 

The new Polish government will make an agreement with Mos- 
cow similar to the Moscow-Czechoslovakia pact. As we forecast 
several weeks ago, Stalin is now trying to make deals with King 
Carol of Rumania, King George of Greece, King Peter of Yugoslavia 
and any other, peasant or prince, who will guarantee a pro-Soviet line- 
up. The diplomatic whispers indicate that this is simply a sly stop- 
gap maneuver to keep the outward structure of unity intact—until 
Moscow is no longer in need of British and American assistance. 


Rubber 


The old British-Dutch controlled world rubber monopoly is still 
at work behind the scenes in Washington trying to regain its‘ con- 
trol of the world rubber market and prices. Wall Street represen- 
tatives who have high positions in our State Department are trying 


to give them inside aid but American synthetic rubber interests, while 
controlled chiefly by great oil companies who are themselves in- 
terested somewhat in monopolistic arrangements which will guaran- 
tee profits, are aware of the fact that public sentiment will not per- 
mit the old rubber cartel pirates to regain their strangle hold. Hence 
reports around Washington indicate that a more progressive system 
of rubber production and marketing will be developed as the war 
ends. 


“Kangaroo Courts” in Hawaii 


Serious charges have been hurled at the military leaders of Hawaii 
by Hawaiian citizens although for the most part information con- 
cerning these charges have been kept from the ear of the public. 
Lawyers from Honolulu who have brought cases from Hawaii to 
the Federal courts of San Francisco have called the military courts 
and military justice of Hawaii “Kangaroo courts.” 

An Hawaiian attorney states that during one period 819 people 
“had the hardihood to plead not guilty and stand trial” before Pro- 
vost Courts. A/l 819 were convicted! He went on to say that people 
had been deprived of their constitutional rights and were judged by 
people who never were in a law court before. 

The importance of this situation rests upon the survival of con- 
stitutional democratic rights in a circumstance of constantly widen- 
ing military authority. The history of militarism has always been 
a history of dictatorship and tyranny. Hawaii is becoming the test- 
ing ground of traditional American liberties under modern war con- 
ditions. Precedences are being established there which will have 
much influence on the future, especially if conscription is enforced 
after the war and we evolve from a peaceful democracy into a 
heavily armed, military conscious nation. 


Conscription Opposed 


Perhaps you have thought we were speaking only for the forces 
of religion when we reported to you recently that post-war military 
conscription is being opposed by many important groups in America 
and that news of such opposition is being suppressed although the 
big steel companies, shipbuilding corporations and military officials 
are being given full play for their side of the story. 


Here is evidence that the opposition is not coming solely from 
religious groups. <A five-point statement has been formulated by 
the Educational Policies Commission of the National Education As- 
sociation, the American Association of School Administrators, and 
the Problems and Plans Committee of the American Council on 
Education. These groups claim that: 

1. Selective service is now meeting all needs of the army and 
shouid be able to continue to do so following the cessation of hostili- 
ties. 

2. Longtime military necessity does not justify it. 

3. Policing the peace may require a large standing army, but 
to commit ourselves to such a policy now would be dangerous. 

4. The opinions of those now fighting should have a share in 
the decision, which should therefore be delayed until the war is over. 
5. The nature of the peace desired by the American people 
should promote international cooperation and reduce the necessity of 
large-scale post-war military establishments. 


War Makers 


Now, in the midst of World War II, it would be a good thing 
to recall that records of Congressional investigations during the 
years between wars undeniably show that munition makers in the 
United States, Britain, France and Germany spent millions of dollars 
cooperating together to promote trouble between nations in order to 
boost armament sales. Also the very companies now reaping huge 
profits from our Navy formerly sold supposedly secret submarine 
patents to Japan, and munitions and shipbuilding corporations sent 
highly financed delegates to heckle and disrupt peace conferences and 
to prevent progress in disarmament. These are matters of Congres- 
sional record, but they have been kept from the people as much as 
possible. And it is considered very bad taste to bring it up when 
American boys are fighting on innumerable fronts against enemies 
who hurl at them bombs which have concussions caps designed in 
Delaware; torpedoes designed in New London, driven by plane mo- 
tors patented in Wichita and with gasoline from Texas and Califor- 
nia; all of it financed through London and Wall Street. Whether 
we are willing to face the facts or not, that is the panorama behind 
the war.
